You have sent me the greatest Bhristmas present of the year. You have 
done a marvelous composition and research on the Detlor, Empey, Hill families, and 
it has a very professional touch. You obviously have spent a great deal of time 
on the preparation, and I wish to thank you again. 


The Ed Crea Carscallen who married Blizabeth Hill is probably 

the one mentioned in the Canadian land claim of Valentine Detlor, "as Carscallen 
being one of the 10 "or so in Charlotte County NY Camden District. I believe the 
former old Charlotte County NY was the area of the Lake Champlain and upper Hudson 
River Valley, and the"Ashington"referred to as being on the dividing line might 
be Arlington, which is east of Albany NY. The John Embury who witnessed 
Valentine Detlor's claim must be the John Embury who married Mary Detlor 
born about 1758 dau of Valentine Detlor(1726=— 4 about 1789) and Catherine Bill Detlor. 
This John Embury did own land and leases with a group around Albany NY 8,000 acres, 
and probably Valentine Detlor was in this group although we cannot find that he 
actually ownéd land in his own name. This Mary Detlor Embury was a sister to 
our line of Samuel Detlor who married Catherine Empey. Perhaps the John Embury line 
and Thomas and Jonathan Empepx Wilde and Thomas and Anthony Empey were all 
German Palentines to Ireland. Our John Valentine Qetlor 1805-1878 married 1832 Jane 
Elizabeth Wilde 1804-1865, dau of Jonathan Wilde son of Thomas Wilde. It apparently 
is the Wilde family that lived near Abbey Leix Queens Co Ireland and held leases from 
Rt Honorable John , Lord De Vesci in Ashentown Parish Queens Co. in 1800-1828. 
We had previously thought that the Detlor family lived near Abbey Leix, but we have no 
proof nor any land or lease ownership there, so the emact residence of Detlor is 
vague. Hgpe that you can find some trace of himand others from your friends in 
Ireland. Ss 0 

We believe that Catherine Empey b 1779 Queens Co died 1862 was the 
daughter of Thomas Empey son of Anthony Empey who wohed and had leases 
1748= 1753= 1757 at Ballyadams, Ballylohane, Towberton , Queens Co Ireland. 


It was very intersting to hear of the Hill ancestors and connection 
with Ed Carscallen, as well as the German tracing of Yetlorto Dedler, Tettlér, as we 
always thought them to be French Huegenots living in Ireland } but often the 
family lobe dope is not correct « This is why I am looking forward so much to 
your reseazch,as you are the first one to dig into this for me, and you have 
real sources for proof, rather than family stories that I have collected, and not 
much of that either.Yeu are straightening out a lot of matters for me.

It will be fine to send your installments as you progress. You need 
not make additional copies for me, as I can have duplicates made here, for my 
boys records, as I want each of them to have a copy of your work .

It is generally conceded that the surname Detlor ori giz 
tinate, in Western Germany, George Hill Tetlor, a er andson of John Valentine 
Detlor, the emigrmt from lLreland, —. to his family as being of Palatim 
extraction, Family tradition otk that the family resided oat, or near, 
bbey Leix, on the estates of pay de Ve scl, in meen’s County, Central Ireland. 
Knittle's book, 'Early Palatine Baigration,'’ states that a mmber of Palatines 
settled in “ueen's County, near Abbey leix. 


Dstlor, as a surname, is quite definitely of germanic origin. It is 
certainly not irish, nor, indeed, “ritish or Scottish, The ending er or or is 


common in Germany, particul erly along the Rhine Valley, This ending indicates 
a occupation, such as Walker, forester, etc. In French, this ending would be 
ier or iere, with the saw meaning. 


The name has been gpelled in several wayse In earliest Palatine records it 
s spelled Dedler, or Tettler,. Carly Canadian n records have it Duttler, Dutier, 
Lettler and Detler, The family has invari ably spelied it Detlor from the carliest 
times of which we have records 

The area in “estern Corymany from which the Palatines emigrated included 
the laxis adjacent to the thine River betwoen the Sriss border and the j:mction 
of the Noselie ani Rhine Rivers, and also the valleys of the Main ad the leckar, 
This area comprised the Palatinate proper, as well as the districts of Dermstadt 
and Hanau, Franconia (including the erea around the cities of Nuremburg, Daireuth 
axi Wurgburg), the Arehbishopric of Mayence, and the Meenbighourie of hg Se 
The districts of Syires, orms, Ne sse-Darnstadt, Zwelbrucken, Nassau, Alsace 
and Jeden are also mentioned, To this list cartember mist be actded, since a 
munber of Palatines are known to have enierated thence, 


though there was likely sporalic cmiigration of Polatines te mighboring 
countries before 1709, the so-called early Palatine emigration began in the 
spring of that year, when apnroximately thirtcen thousand persong arrived in

tented neland from the Palatinate and adjscent States, This movement was the 
beginning of the great emigretion of eet German peoples to various parts of 


the world, particularly to America in the perio prior to the Amwrican Revolue 
tion. 


There were several renote causes of this méssive cmigration of the Falatines. 

The wost importmt was the more or less continuous devas isteation and wars within 
the several states along the Mhine Valley, For aimost a century, beginning with 
the Thirty tears War in 1618, war and devastetion was no stranger to these un- 
fortiumate people. The ‘ Thirty. Years War began as a contest Letveen the frotestant 
end “oman Catholic States in Germany ad Austria, amd ended as a struggle for 
political power in Durope. The twmoil sot wu by this protracted struggle led 
to 1i: niger ‘ing wars betwen the various small Germanic Stater. In aoe , and again 
in 1685 and 1699, Louis XIV. of Frmee found opportamity to devastate tie sali 
states along the thine, partly to vent his malice against Protestants, Again, in 
May, 1707, ‘renech armies invaied southwestern Cermary, ruining crops, plundering 
communities and levying taxes.

Of less importamee, but contributing to the discontent of the people, was 
the extremly high taxes imposed by the various German Princes, in their attempt 
to emulate the splendor of the Court of France. Taport ant also was the desire

The immediate cause of tho Palatine movement was the extrensly ecld weather 
during the winter of 1708-9, the worst in a% century, which placed 2 blight on 
the Palatinate, 4s early os the beginning of Cctober, 1708, the cold was mm 
intense, and by November lot, it was said, firewood woul d not bien in the open 
airj In January of 1799 wine and spirlts froze into solid blocks of ice; birds 
on the wing fell deadg md, it is said, saliva congealed in its fall from the

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Civil War 


Even as the first settlers of Camden Valley were spending their waking 
hours in clearing the virgin lands, the first faint rwoblings of impending 
civil war was casting its shalows across valley and mountain background. A 
war that was to cleave brother from brother, A war that was to bring out the 
worst in mm, slaughter in the dark of night, massacre ani scalping in the 
forest glales, tarring and feathering, incemliarisa casting its lurid brightness 
against sky and forest by day and by night, women and children left to defend 
the hearthstone against marauding bands, with everyone to loser, both in decency 
and self respect. 


The causes of the American Revolution stem from the conquest of Camada, 
In this struggle to throttle the French who had waged an intermittent war on the 
American colonies, the cost of maintaining the struggle had fallen largely on 
the British people in lurppe, with the benefits going to the colonies who were 
free from attack, 4s Bradley puts it in his book, 'The United Mupire Loyalists, ! 


The colonists, from New Ingland to the Carolinas, lit bonfires, rang bells, 
and fired off their guns in their triumphant exuberance, while orators from 
pulpit and rostrum celebrated the glorious achievements of the Uritish Mmpire, 
and even more fervently perhans, if less loudly, thanked lleaven for the re~ 
moval of the French terror and the French fur-traders, 


Bat, when it came to paying for the cost of the war which brought peace and 
expansion to the ‘merican colonies, and hai cost them so little in men ad money, 
there were hagsh words when the Nome Governmaht considered that the colonies 
should help bear the costs. As Sradley put it, 


Now the British taxpayer hai been heavily laien by the Seven Years' War in 
Europe end America, and was growing restless. lie hai borne nearly all the ex- 
pense of clearing the French out of North Merica and placing the hitherto 
hampered colonists in an improved position with a great and unclouded future. 
¢ « © «© e » -hat these colonies should now bear all or part of their om 
land defence was surely ecuitable. In truth, they frmkly accepted it as such. 
They could hardly have done otherwise, loth as most of the Colonial legis- 
latures had always been to vote money for any purpose, particularly, it may 
be noted, the salaries of their Governors, Md now began a long wrangle as to 
the proportions which each of the thirteen Provinces was to contribute, for 
their own stipulations ran that they were to vote the money themselves without 
interference by the Crown, 


Then began a prolonged period of @issention on the part of the various col- 
onies, ‘ew England claiming that it had borne a greater part in the struggle than 
had the others, Bradley put it this way: 


This sort of thing went backwards and forwards between the different col- 
omies, all of them recognizing their share in the respmsibility, but in 
hopeless disagreement as to their respective contributions. It soon became 
apparent that they would shuffle out of it altogether, md leave the heavily 
burdened British taxpayer to bear the sole expense of their military as well 
as naval defences, This, in fact, actually happened, It is true that the 
defence of the colonies, whose safety without it would not have been worth a 
month's purchase, was a leading argument for the Navigation Laws. But the 
late war had given the Americans both a welcome relief from a troublesome 
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neighbour, and an unclouded future, Their own taxabion, though mech increased, 
was trifling compared with the burden that the British taxpayer, partly on 
their account, was called upon to bear, Lastly, the sum of money asked for 
was not sufficient to defray even the whole cost of the proposed defensive 
force, It is no wonder that the British Government grew irritable. 


find now the first mtterings of the predicted storm were heard in the 
lend. Despairing of getting assistence for their own defence out of the 
colonies, Tngland passed the Stamp Act in 1768 to provide at least a portion 
of the money. The storm it caused, as we all Imow, its ultimate repeal, with 
rejoicings that evoked remewed professions of loyalty in most cuarters,. 


One thing led to another, Once more cuoting Brom Bradley: 


The Boston populace and in truth most of the colonists, hated soldiers. 
That the latter hal freely shed their blood in ridding the former of the 
French in the late war, was nothing to these folks with the rcwly mob 
instinct in their blood. .« « « « the Boston roughs, rather grotescucly 
termed 'patricts,’ never let them alone. 


The "Boston Massacre" also ranks with a careless and credulous posterity 
as an instance of British brutality. A crow was engaged in the popular 
pastime of throwing missiles at a unoffending company of soldiers, One of 
the latter, in exasperation or by mistake, let off his musket, which gave 
his comrades the impression that the order to fire had been given, andi 
four men were killed, There was a fearful outcry. 


ind so it went, from bad to worse. Lexington followed, then the attack off 
Canada, in the fall of 1775, and its failure during the ensuing winter. The 
arrival of a British force in Quebec in the swmer of 1776 led to the retreat 
of the Anerican army by way of the Richelieu River and Lake Champlain, with the 
British amy at its heels. Grown Point was occupied and proved to be a rallying 
point for those who, in the northern regions, stood fast in their allegiance to 
British institutions. 

life in Camden Valley mist have gone on as usual during these preliminary 
phases of the war to come, lews travelled slowly in those farmoff days, and 
the valley was more or less isolated and in a newly develpped region, Even 
so, the men of the Valley must have considered the pros and cons, coming to 
the manimous decision that they were for the meuory of good Queen Ame and for 
the people who had given them sanctuary from the rigors of the Palatine Valley. 
Yet, during those first few years in the Valley, they kept their counsel and 
continued to wrest arable land from the valley amd lower slopes of the neighe 
boring mountains, 


If life in secluded Camien Valley remained relatively unchaged in the 
fateful summer of 1776, the same could not be said for the rest of the American 
scene. In July, 1776, the Colonists declared their independence from the Mother 
Country. The moment of decision had arrived, and the time had come for the sheep 
to be divided from the goats. Rebel committees were set up in the larger centres 
for the purpose of furthering the rebellion. Men were called won to declare 
their stand. Those against the rebellion, and for a continuance of close ties 
with the Mother Country were subjected to intimidation, fines and oftentimes 
impri somment. 


Civil War. 


Those who remained loyal were slow in organizing their stand against rebell~ 
ion, Their activities were largely confined to secretly organizing their forces 
in preparation for the time when the Mother Country would take steps to suppress 
the rebels. Leading men in the various commmities became the nominal head of 
the resistance, and it was he who officered the different groups when Loyalist 
Regiments were gazetted, 


In the spring of 1776, a British flotilla, bearing an army under the leader~ 
ship of General Carleton, sailed up the St. Lawrence River to the relief of the 


City of Quebec, The fmerican Army, which had besieged the city during the previous 


winter, retired un the St. Lawrence, followed by Carleton and his army, and 
ascended the Richelieu River and Lake Champlain on its retreat to the American 
Colonies, Carleton followed closely, and defeated the American ships on Lake 
Champlain, The British advance continued, and the fort at Crown Point fell iam 
into British hands, The occupation of Crown Point was a signal to many Loyal 
Americans, ani large numbers flocked to Carleton to offer their services in the 
struggle to come. 


The Loyalists came from the territory immediately adjacent to Crown Point. 
fnd anong them was the small contingent from Camden Valley, under the command 
of Edward Carscallen, lis loyalist claim states that he brought with him twenty 
mene The names of his party is easy to ascertain, by reason of their petitions 
and claims, They came practically to a man from the Valley—~Edward Carscallen 
with his sons, John and James; John and David Dulmages Valentine Detlor with 
his sons, John, Jacob and Sanmels Garret and Peter Miller; John and Mdrew 
Enbury; Philip Switzer; Paul Mtck, of Nicks; John Lawrence; as well as James, 
George and Willian Miller, On their arrival at Crown Point in early November, 
1776, they were taken on board Carleton's ship, where they received the thanks 
of the commander for their proof of loyalty. 


The die had now been cast, and the loyal Palatines had left the Camden 
Valley, never to return, When the British force returned down Lake Champlain 
before the annual freezing, the Camden Valley men accompanied them, Records 
show that they spent the following winter in barracks at Chatemguay, Suebec, 
whilst their wives ami children remained behind in Camlen Valley. 


General Jom Burgoyne arrived in Quebec in the spring of 1777, accompanied 
by more British and German troops, His object was to aivance across Lake Chan~ 
plain and descend the Mudson River, where he was to meet the army of General 
Howe from lew York, and in this way to crush the rebellion in liew York, This 
Northern army reached Fort Ticonderoga in early June, which was the signal to 
Loyalists to rally to his side. Nundreds came, and as they did so, Loyalist 
regiments were formed. Carscallen and his party were allocated to the Queen's 
Loyal Rangers, commanded by Colonel John Peters, formed mainly from Loyalists 
from Vermont and adjacent territory, Edward Carscallen and John Dulmage were 
appointed lieutenants in the company from Camden Valley, Valentine Detlor and 
his sons, because of their ages, enlisted as privates. 


The Queen's Loyal Rangers was formed on 2); June, 1777. It was a regiment of 
untried men, in the main, many of them yet unarmed, but all eager to do their 
share. In the course of the advance, Burgoyne decided to send a force to occupy 
Bemington, Vermont, and to capture large stores of food believed to be stored 
there. For this purpose he sent a battalion of German troops, supported by the 
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Queen's Om Rangers, of which the Camden Valley settlers formed a part. This 
force of untried troops left Fort Efward, crossed the Battenkill River and the 
foothills into the Owl Creek Valley, stopping for the night near its entrance 
into the Noosick River. From thence they merched eastward, following the Wall- 
comsac River in the direction of Bennington. Their advance was checked near 
North Bennington by a large force of rebel troops, and in the ensuing battle 
the British were defeated, The Queen's Own Rangers were badly mauled and mmny 
were taken prisoners. Fortunately, the Canden Valley soldiers were able to 
escape and make their way back to Fort Miward, 


Colonel Peters' Rangers suffered greatly in the battle, and, six days later, 
on the 22 August, 1777, a large proportion of them, including Valentine Detlor 
and his sons, were transferred to the Loyal Volunteers, a Loyalist Comany 
commanded by Captain Samel McKay, McKay's Volunteers continued with SOurgoyne 
and participated in the two battles of Saratoga, in September and October, 
Failure at Saratoga caused Burgoyne to retreat to a fortified position at the 
mouth of Fish Greek, where he eventually surrendered on Cctober 15th, mainly 
because of the approach of winter and the failure of action by General Mowe in 
New York Gity. 


The capitulation at Saratoga was a sad blow to the hopes of the Loyalists, 
because they were now open to stern action by the rebels, who considered them to 
be traitors and easily liable to be hanged as such. General Burgoyne then alvised 
them to- attempt escape and subsequent safety in Canada, Fortunately, mmy did so, 
among whom were the soldiers from Camden Valley. There is record that McKay's 
Volunteers spent the winter near St. John's, Cuebec, 


By the terms of the capitulation gt Saratoga, any soldier who served in 
the canpaign could not again serve during the remainder of the war, This applied 
to the Loyalists as to others. Therefore, for a few years, these men were sub-= 
sequently employed in various projects, such as building roads, fortifications, 
ete. There is evidence that they were formed into companies for these purposes, 
and Valentine and Jacob were attached to Captain Wilkinson's company, while 
Samel Was a drummer in Captain Mmro's company, 


By 1780, it was discovered that the rebels hal not lived up to their terms 
of capitulation, This gave the British the right, also, to break the terms, As 
a result, the Loyalists who hal fought in the campaign of 1777 were again formed 
into regiments. The Detlors, who had been in Cantain McKay's Volunteers, were by 
now listed as members of Captain Leake's Company, as Leake had succeeded to com~ 
mand on the death of McKay, A nominal roll of this last compamy, dated December, 
1778, shows that Valentine, Jacob, Samel and John were included in its ranks, 
At that time Valentine was on leave in Montreal, Samuel was on duty at Sorel, and 
Jom was at St. Mmn's, Peter Detlor had been discharged on 2); June, and was in 
Canada, 

In 1781, the Loyalists were re-formed, at which time Valentine and Jacob 
joined the 2nd Battalion of the King's Royal Regiment of New York, conmanded by 
Sit John Johnson, while Jom was serving with Captain Fraser's Company of the 
Loyal Rangers at the two forts on the Yanaska River. Peter, at that time, was 
classed as a civilian leyalist, unsuitable for service, The Detlors remained 
as such until the end of the war, and their discharge from the service on 2):th 
December, 1753, 
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So mich for the male members of the Detlor fanily. What about mrs. Detlor 
and the children? thfortunately, little is known. Our first record shows Cath- 
erine and children as being with her hitsband in Canada in Jamary, 1781. The 
recoris shows Catharine, with a son, likely George, over 6 years of age, two 
dmghters over six, aid one daughter under six, These last were likely Mary, 
Catharine md Elizabeth, Although there are no records dealing definitely with 
Mrs, Detlor and children before that date, we do know what happened to other 
women in the same position. Confiscation of estates was initiated in 1777, 
and it is assumed that Valentine's property was confiscated and sold during 
1777 or 1778. Usually, the family was allowed the use of a cow or a few sheep, 
and the remainder of costs of living was taken from the husband's estate. 

In Septe, 1780, a law was enacted by which the fanilies of Loyalists were 
ordered to proceed to their husbands, It is therefore likely that Catharine and 
family crossed from New York State to Canada in October or llovember of that year. 
The procedure was for flags of truce to proceed by boat from St, John's, nebec, 
to Fort Ticonderoga by way of Lake Champlain, The Loyalist fanxilies then boarded 
the boats at Ticonderoga, and the voyage to freedom was made. 


uring the time that these refugee Loyalists were living in Quebec they were 
housed, clothed ani fed by the Government, Admittedly the accommodations were not 
of the best. The fare was that of soldiers, and the accommodations were often 
soldiers’ barracks or rented houses. From the subsistence lists it would appear 
that Catharine and her children were housed at Lachine, a suburb of Montreal. In 
February, 178, Catharine is shown as being in Lachine with the sane four children, 
as she was as late as September of the same year. 


Peter Detlor is an unimown cuantity in a history of the Detlors. He is not 
mentioned in George 111 Detlor's diary as a son of Valentine. We do know that 
he was living in Canden Valley, and that he enlisted in llovember, 1776, at Crown 
Point, He is shown as having a wife in 178), without children, Ne may have been 
the eldest son of Valentine, or a younger brother or nephew, In any event, he 
was a Loyalist and a settler in Camden Valley. He apparently did not own land 
in the Valley, as he did not claim for loss of property. Further investigation 
may reveal his relationship to Valentine, 


John Detlor, as the United Empire Loyalist List confirms, was a son of 
Valentine, Me was a member of Captain Leake's Company in December, 1778. In a 
list of Captain Willian Fraser's Company of Loyal Rangers, 25 December, 1781, 
he is said to be 22 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches in height, with l years 5 
months service. A similar report for the same company in Jamary, 1733, calls 
him 23 years of age, with 7 years service. In Septesber, 1782, a J, Detlor, 
likely Jacob, was in hospital at Carleton Igland, suffering from epilepsy, and 
is listed as a soldier in the 2nd Battalion of the King's Royal Regiment of 
New York. In September, 178, he was still in the Mmgineers employment in 
Quebec Province. 


Jacob Detlor, a son of Valentine, according to the United Empire Loyalist 
List, was with Captain McKay's Company in December, 1777, which means that he 
had enlisted in 1776.

Une of these happy an! hospitable homes was that of 
John Valentine Detlor, Esq of Goderich, some four years since gone home to his reward.
